\ W. G. Brew.ster, a Pomona col¬ 
lege student, ran a remarkable 
I race which would have won him 
distinction had he not been over- 
shadowoti by Itay. Brewster’s 
time was 1:21 ;.30, which was bet¬

No races were held after 1913, 
for lack of anyone to take the 
initiati\e anti worry over the de¬ 
tails of management, e.xpen.se, etc. 
It is somewhat unfortunate, for 
the event gave Sierra Madre a 
lot of publicity, even though it 
was not spectacular enough to 
draw any crowds here. During 
the years when the races were 
held they bade fair to develop 
into a trailitional event wliicli 
woulil bring increasing fame. 

The Mt. Wilson race was a 
corking good amateur event. 
There were none of the tempta¬ 
tions to crookedness whicli go 
with the modern hippodrome idea 
of sport. The chaps who went 
into the races largely for the love 
of a clean contest wliich would 
really test their mettle. 

I would give a good deal to see 
Soldier King anil little .\Ibert 
Kay, the Indian, entered in a race 
with some of the distance runner.' 
who shine now. They might not 
make a showing. On the other 
hand, some of the chaps who 
shine on the nicely graded dirt 
tracks might find it terrilrly rough 
going on the old trail. The long, 
linesome climb to Mt. Wilson 
without the cheering tlu'ong.s 
probably reriuired more heart than 
they ever dreamed of putting in¬ 
to their ordinary competitions.

A man who does not behave himself after 
he (luits work for the day is no credit to 
the fii’m for whom he works—he is a detri¬ 
ment. It has come to a point in this day 
where more is expected in the way of char¬ 
acter than in days gone by. The standard 
of living among workmen and their fam¬ 
ilies is much higher than it was years ago— 
and the moral standard for workmen has 
also been raised. 

There are two kinds of workmen—those 
who won’t do any more than they are paid 
for mid those who do all they can and thus 
earn a better position. The same rule applies 
to boys as to men. Boy, don’t ever get the 
idea that you are not being watched by the 
business men of your town. You are. Why 
is it when they have an opening of some 
kind—it may be small, it usually is at first 
—that one boy is picked over others who 
might be after the same job? Although 
you did not know it, that merchant has 
been “sizing up’’ the boys of the community 
in various ways and he has picked the boy 
of good character and who is not afraid of 
work. If you are not that boy, there is 
undoubtedly some good reason for it, and 
it’s time you are looking yourself over to 
find what that reason is. 

There are plenty of opportunities for the 
right kind of man or boy—and there is ad¬ 
vancement for the man or boy who tends 
to his job and shows he deseiwes it. 
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The event which 
was the Mt. Wilson race, which 
originated in the mind of Charlie 
Fo.x. He induceil his father, pub¬ 
lisher of tlie Police Gazette, to 
hang up a hand-'orne gold medal 
for the winner, and organized tlie 
I race liimself for the first two 
years. Later it was taken up by 
the old Board of Traile. The first 
race was held in 190S and the last 
in 1913. 

The 1908 race was in some 
ways the most remarkable of all. 
The course was from the foot of 
the old trail to the Mt. Wilson 
Hotel and return, 7.1 miles away, 
with 30 minutes rest at the top. 
In the subsequent races the re¬ 
turn trip was cut out. 

Joseph King won the grst race 
with ease, making the ascent in 
1 hour, 25 minutes, 30 seconds, 
returning in 40 minutes 5 seconds. 
His total running time was 2 
hours, 11 minutes, 35 seconds for 
the round trip. King was an ar¬ 
tilleryman stationed at San Fran¬ 
cisco and wore the colors o^ the 
Irish-American Athletic Club of 
that city. He was a remarkable 
athlete, as shown by his condi¬ 
tion at the finish. He noncha¬ 
lantly turned a few handsprings 
as he crossed the line, and a 
short time later a pliysician ex¬ 
amined him and declared his 
heart action wa.s normal. No 
other runner that year made the 
ascent in less than 1:30. 

Ed Dietrich, a big strawberry 
blonde representing the Los .An¬ 
geles Athletic Club, won the 1909 
race. With the return trip elim¬ 
inated, he made the a.scent in 
1:29:30. In the 1910 race A. E. 
Gregg of Los Angeles won in 
1:25:56. The 1911 race wa.\ won 
by L. C. Farley, unattached, in 
1:24:01. He was the first man 
to lower the record set by King 
in 1908. 

Seven-tenths of a mile were 
added to the cour.se in 1912 when 
it was decided to start the race 
from the business di.strict of Si¬ 
erra Madre, making the cour.se 
7.8 miles. Tliis, however, did not 
prevent a substantial cut in the 
running time. Paul Westerlund, 
repre.senting the Olympic Club of 
San Francisco, covered the course 
in 1:21:56. 

The last race, helil on April 29, 
1913, was the climax of the series 
.setting a new record as a memory

HOW UNAVOIDABLE? 

“T TNAVOIDABLE” accidents in traffic 

U are altogether too numerous. Pick up 
any daily paper and read the roll of the 
dead, and the conclusions reached by police 
investigators or coroner’s juries. A large 
proportion of them are duly pi'onounced 
“unavoidable’’—and the terrible toll goes on. 

Sometimes, doubtless, the accident was 
unavoidable, so far as the driver of the 
death-dealing car was concerned. The fault 
was in all probability that of the victim. 
The latter is unable to appear in his own 
defense and the coroner’s jury probably 
figures there is no use in saddling the 
blame on him, thus making his surviving 
relatives feel that much worse. So the ver¬ 
dict is “unavoidable.” 

In other cases there is perhaps a measure 
of blame on both sides, but the element of 
doubt enters, a manslaughter charge ap¬ 
pears too severe, so “unavoidable” is again 
the conclusion. 

Actually there are very few traffic acci¬ 
dents which are unavoidable. The simple 
fact is that most people are in too big a 
hurry to get from where they are to some- 
w’here else. They take chances, and caution 
does not inci’ease in proix)rtion to speed. 
How ridiculous for a jury to pronounce “un¬ 
avoidable” a collision between two automo¬ 
biles in the middle of a wide street inter¬ 
section, which resulted in two deaths I 

Some scale of penalties for intermediate 
degrees of blame may offer a partial solu¬ 
tion of the problem. IMore freipient revo¬ 
cation of the driver’s privilege for being 
mixed up in an accident would help. But 
to go on multiplying “unavoidable” acci¬ 
dents is a reflection on the courts and pub¬ 
lic intelligence.

Always hold a coniident 
uiinuestioning attitude aa to the 
food being eventually eaten, llalk- 
ing at the tirat lew attempts does 
not mean that the child will never 
learn to eat it. Never center at¬ 
tention on food by making it tne 
object of bribes and contentions. 
Meet stubborn refu.sala vvitii no 
evidence of disturbance. better 
((uietly ignore the blank relu.sal 
of a food than force it to be eat¬ 
en in an emotional storm. 

Helpful suggestions may be 
given about the food in iiuc-stion. 
Let a laggardly eater su.'-pect 
that the fooii ia haril to get. Give 
him but small helpings and not 
all the meal at once. If more is 
demanded be loathe to comply un¬ 
less a child is honest in Ids re¬ 
quests. Chihiren in farge families 
soon learn to “atteinl to business 
at mealtime lest not food is left 
for them. Suggestions to the lin- 
icky eater that he .should not eat 
any more, that "he has eatfii all 
he can” often stimulate him to 
eat. lie as careful in not letting 
such a child over-eat as you are 
eager to actually have him eat. 
As a child i.s expected to eat, so 
he usually -eats. Kxpect a normal 
eater, work intelligently and pa¬ 
tiently toward that end and nor¬ 
mal results will follow.
